INIMICAL TO MONOPOLY. 


No citizen of Oakland is better In- 


formed concerning the benefits that 
would naturally accrue from munici- 
pal ownership of a water supply than 
W. R. Davis, the attorney, who, during 
his term as mayor, accomplished much 
for the community In the way of pub- 
lic improvements and the stimulation of 
civic enterprise. 


"Municipal ownership of such necessi- 
ties as water." said he, "is a benefit to 
the community because it lifts large 
enterprises out of the province of mo- 
nopoly a:id places them in the hands of 
the people who are to be directly pro- 
fited. 
"It ha.s proved eminently successful 


in many cities, notably in Philadelphia 
and Baldmore. In the latter city the 
idea of municipal ownership, encour- 
aged by the profit that it has conferred 
on th» community by reason of the re- 
duction ->t rates, has enlarged to in- 
clude propositions involving intramur- 
al transportation, street car lines an<J. 
enterprises of that character now man- 
aged and controlled by private capital. 


"The t;uccf!S3 of the latter proposi- 


tion Is problematic, however, as it does 
not opei-.ite on the same basic princi- 
ples as that of municipal ownership of 
a water supply. 


"The opponents of ^municipal owner- 


ship argue that if water and other ne- 
cessities may be controlled and operat- 
ed by the municipality the manufact- 
ure of snap and the sale of groceries 
may be handled in the same manner. 
But this is absurd for there is a healthy 
coinpeti'lon in the manufacture 
of 
soap anil the sale of groceries or the 
business of keeping a livery stable. 
Comparatively small capital is requir- 
ed In these businesses and many people 
engage la them. There is no necessity 
that the municipality Fhould engage 
in any b islness that is boyoncl the risk 
ot becoming a monopoly.

A. LOPT OPPORTUNITY. 


Deputy Sheriff J. W. Dutton, formerly 


recording secretary of the Committee 
of One Hundred of this city, and prom- 
inent in the Council of.

THIS PEOPLE MUST VOTE. 


City Attorney Piersol, who has been 


for years identilled with a proposition 
to procure a municipal water supply 
for Oakland, was asked concerning the 
legal aspect ot the question: 


"Section 18 of Article XI of the Con- 
stitution permits the bonding of cities 
on a two-thirds vote of the electors," 
)ie said. "On this section is based sec- 
tion 149 ot the City Charter providing 
Jor the incurrins of indebtedness by 
the municipality for improvements of 
this character. 
The statutes of 1889, 
page 399 fix the limitation of such at 
five per cent of the assessed valuation 
df real property. This statute has been 
amended allowing an indebtedness for 
these purposes of 35 per cent of the 
property valuation. 


"A^ far as the methods are concern- 


ed municipal ownership 
of a water 
plant are simple and if the people de- 
sire to own a property of this charac- 
ter they can do so by signifying their 
intention at the ballot box. 


"As a general 
principle 
municipal 
ownership ot the water supply is an 
excellent proposition. 
It has proved 


highly profitable to every community 
that has adopted it and Oakland would 
undoubtedly be greatly benefited if it 
could own and control such a supply. 


A DEFINITE PLAN. 


"But 
we must proceed on some defi- 


nite proposition. 
This can be ascer- 


tained by the City Council. "When we 
bave learned what the system will cost, 
the question can be submited in proper 
form to the: people and they will judge 
Whether they can afford to Incur the 
necessary Indebtedness. 


"At thin moment we do not know 
what the Oakland Company would sell 
their plant lor, or if they will sell at 
any price. These are matters . that 
•hould be flr*t determined, after that 
the procedure is plain and direct. 
"Several years ago when this ques- 
tion was prominent in the community 
I advocated the purchase of the water 
rights now owned and operated by W. 
J. Dlngee. I kn«w that the artesian 
wat«r wbiqh be ,ia.now supplying to 
Oakland was. the best that could be

KXORIUTANT CHARGES. 


"Durlncr rny incumbency as secretary 


of tho committee I sent out a circular 
letter to all these cities asking for 
data concerning the water supply of 
each. In response to this circular let- 
ter answers were received from 172 cit- 
ies containing a mass of information 
pertaining to the subject in the form of 
letters and reports. 


"The number of cities owning water 


works Tva« 120; of these 105 reported 
satisfactory results and eight com- 
plained of the quality of the water. 


"The reports from 162 cities in the 
East where water meters are used 
showed an average minimum price per 
l.OOfr gallons of 
cents, and an aver- 


age maximum price per 1,000 gallons oC 
28 cents. 
At that time the Contra 
Costa Company was charging the peo- 
ple of Oakland an average minimum 
price per 1,000 gallons of 30 cents and 
an average maximum price for the 
same quantity of 55 cents. 
"In these Eastern cities the average 
annual rates were $6.35 for dwellings 
occupied by one family: $3.44 for one 
bath tub; $2.04 for one horse; J3.70 for 
one water closet; $1.35 for a. lawn 50x120 
feet. At the same time in Oakland the 
Contra Costa Company was charging 
an average rate of J27.t>0 for. dwellings 
occupied by one family; J6-for one bath 
tub; *6 for one horse; J4.20 for one water 
closet, and $39.96 for a lawn 50x150 feet. 
I have never been able to understand 
why the- monopoly did not average 
that charge for lawns up to $40. Why 
they stuck at 4 cents always puzzled 
me."Except In raplies from privatewater 
companies the opinion was unanimous 
tliat the city should own the water 
works and control of the service be 
vested la a board of water commis- 
sioners. 


"Oakland should own its water sup- 


ply and service and the question should 
be at once formulated and submitted 
to the people as soon as possible.'1

method of securing municipal owner-

chaHe of that of tho Oakland Company. 
This water Is pure and clean; the sys- 
tem In constructed on modern princi- 
ples; the equipment Is new and the op- 
eration of the plant economical and 
thorough. These are advantages pos- 


oppprtuhlty Oakland -had of securing 
an independent water supply. Now It 
will be necessary.to purchase the-plant 
but this may be an advantage, owing 
to the fact that the -water Is distributed 
by an efficient and modern system con- 
structed by private capital. It might 
have'cost the .city more to build this 
system than It'will .coat to purchase 
.it :tii..'it»"preserit :condltlon,:: but until 
we' are Informed definitely, regarding 
that case w.e'eah'riot proceed In th'e mat- 
ter of municipal ownership of a water 
supply." 


. INIMICAL TO MONOPOLY. 


No citizen of Oakland 1s- better In- 


formed concerning the benefits that 
would naturally accrue from munici- 
pal ownership of a water' supply than 
W. R. Davis, the attorney, who, during 
his term as mayor, accomplished much 
for the community In the way of pub- 
lic Improvements and the stimulation of 
civic enterprise. 
"Municipal ownership ofsuchnecessl- 
tles as water,'.' said he,. "Is a benefit to 
the community because It lifts large 
enterprises out of the province of mo- 
nopoly and places them in the hands of 
the people who aro to be directly pro- 
fited.

"It has proved eminently successful 


In many cities, notably In Philadelphia 


I ancl Baltimore. In the latter city the 
! Idea of municipal ownership, encour- 
' aged by the profit that It has conferred 
| on the community by reason of the re- 
duction of rates, has enlarged to in- 
clude propositions involving Intramur- 
al transportation, street car lines and 
enterprises of that character now man- 
! aged and controlled by private capital. 
"The success of the latter proposi- 
tion is problematic, however, as it does 
not operate on the same basic princi- 
ples as that of municipal 'ownership of 
a water supply. ' 
"The opponents of {municipal owner- 
ship argue that If water and other ne- 
cessities may be controlled and operat-

It has been ascertained, moreover, 
that under existing conditions the pur-. 
chUi>c- of this plant and Its conversion 
to public use will cost less than the 
construction of an Independent system. 


FEASIBLE AND ADVISABLE. 


Ex-Mayor C. D. Pierce la an earnest 


and eonslatant advocate of municipal 
ownership of those necessities which 
are of moat-Importance to the well be- 
ing of the- community and most gen- 
eral \ise among the people.- 
"I have always' favored the owner- 
ship of a water supply by the city," ho 
said, "and I am as thoroughly con- 
vinced at tho present time as I have 
ever been that. Much policy Is in- direct 
line with the best Interests of the peo- 
ple, not only as individuals, taut as an 


"Municipal ownership of water works 
is no longer an experiment," Mr. Pierce 
continued. ".It has boon demonstrated 
beyond all doubt that there Is uo more 
profitable Investment on behalf of tho 
people than municipal ownership anil 
control of tho water supply. Oakland' 
has known tho depressing effect ol mo- 
nopoly in this necessity of the people 
and the citizens have frequently made 
efforts to relieve themselves of the 
burden, but without success, owing! 
probably In a great measure to Irfck of ! 
proper energy at the proper time. We 
have not fostered public enterprise as 
we should have done, and we have not 
encouraged tho enterprise of private | 
capital as -progressive public spirit 
-would .dictate. 
Thus we have been 
handicapped and In no direction more 
palpably than In this matter of a water 
supply for Oakland. 
"Tho result is a competition between 
the owners of private capital, which 
may profit a few Individuals temporar- 
ily In reduced rates, but cannot, In my 
opinion, long continue. A out throat 
' competition in a business Involving 
such heavy expenditures as are nooes- j 
sary for the operation of a water sup- 
jjly for a city lllco Oakland cannot be 
maintained and In the end tho people 
must pay the cost. 


DANGER OF MONOPOLY. 


"What I fear in the present Instance 


Is consolidation of the two companies 
and the erection of a monopoly that can 
never be overcome or displaced ancl 
which would forovor sit upon the neck 
of the pooplo like an old man of the 
sea,"As far as I can son the only remedy 
Is municipal ownc-t-Hhlp. By this means 
the poople not only relieve themselves 
of a danger always imminent under ex- 
isting conditions, but they enrich them- 
iolvee as a community and reduce, the 
burden of individual taxation. If we 
are wise In our generation we will seize 
this opportunity and place out-solves 
In lino with the spirit of progress and 
improvement throughout the country. 
There will come a time when, under 
more prosperous and cnrerprlslng con- 
ditions, wo will regret that we Old not 
take advantage of our present oppor- 
tunities. 
"A» to the methods, I think there is 
no ciuos'tlon. Tho Oakland Water Com- 
pany has a modern plant which can be 
operated more economically than any 
other. Its system IB the best equipped 
in California. Its supply is the purest 
»nrl best that can lie produced. As 
evidence of the' faith that is In me con- 
cerning this water I can only say that 
I am iislrlg It and that I am thoroughly 
•atlsfled with the results. 
The pur- 
chase of :thls'-plant by tho city would 
(olve the problem and In my opinion 
Confer a lasting benefit on the commun- 
ity and the people Individually. I know 
of no Improvement more neceaary at 
the present time nor'ono of more Im- 
portance In the economy of the munic- 
ipality." . 


THIS PEOPLE MUST VOTE. 


City Attorney Piersol, who has been 


for years identified with a proposition 
to procure- a municipal water supply 
for Oakland, was asked concerning the 
legal aspect o" the question: 


"Sec-.tlon 18 of Article XI of the Con- 
stitution permits the bonding of cities 
on a two-thirds vote of tho electors," 
he said: "On this section is based sec- 
tion H9 of the City Charter providing 
for tho Incurring of Indebtedness by 
the municipality for improvements ol 
this character, 
The statutes of 1889, 
page 399 fix the limitation of such.at 
five per cent of the assessed valuation 
<tt real property. This statute has been 
•mended allowing an Indebtedness for 
these purposes of 15 per cent of the 
property valuation. 
"As far as -the methods ar& concern- 
ed municipal ownership 
of a wa'ter 
plant are simple.' and 'if the'people de- 
sire to own u property of this charac- 
ter they can do so by signifying their 
Intention at the ballot box.. 
"As a general principle 
municipal 
ownership of the water-supply is an 
excellent proposition. It has proved 
highly profitable to every community 
that has adopted it and Oakland would 
undoubtedly be greatly benefited If U 
could own and control such a.supply. 


A DEFINITE.PLAN. 


"But we must proceed on some dofl- 


nlte proposition. This can .be ascer- 
tained by.the city Council. When we 
have learned what the system will cost 
fhe question can b« submitert-In proper 
form to the people and they will Judge 
Whether they can affdrd to Incur the 
necessary Indebtedness. 
• 
• 
"At this moment we do not know 
what tho Oakland Company .would sell 
their plant for, 'or. If they--will sell at 
uny price. These are matters >; that 
•hould be first 'determined,.. after ,Jthat 
the procedure Is. plain and direct. 
.-

ed in these businesses ancl many people 
engage In them. There Is no necessity 
that the municipality should engage 
in any.business that is beyond the risk 
of becoming a monopoly. It Is monopoly 
and the Impositions natural to monop- 
oly that municipal ownership provides 
against. And a monopoly controlled by 
vast capital must, In the very nature of 
th^ Investment, oppress to secure the 
largest return possible on the Invest- 
ment. - 


' THE POLITICAL ASPECT. 


"Then there Is what may be called 


the moral phase oE the question. -,Mti- 
nlclpal ownership of water supplies and 
similar necessities controlled by mo- 
nopolies removes those elements from 
the field of politics and lessens to that 
extent the Incentives to corruption and 
political chicanery. This Is as Impor- 
tant from a broad view of the ques- 
tion us the financial aspect of the prop- 
osition. 
"Those are some of the general prin- 
ciples of municipal ownership—not all 
of thorn by any means, but sulllcient, 
I think, lo establish tho fact that in 
certan directions public control of ne- 
cessities; is logical,-profitable, econom- 
ical and politic. Spealllcally, municipal 
ownership of a water supply, for In- 
stance, would be directly and Immedi- 
ately beneficial -to tho individual citi- 
zens of Oakland. 
"I do riot go so far as to say that such 
ownership would result In a perceptible 
diminution 
of general taxation, 
al- 
though even that effect Is claimed for 
some of the communities where this 
policy has been established, but I c'io 
say that if Oakland owned It3 water 
supply the Individual, tax aside from 
the civic assessment would be matorV- 
ally lessened, relieving the people, as it 
would, from the dangers of compulsory 
tribute to a monopoly and reducing 
even the charges of business competi- 
tion that may at any moment become 
a consolidated or syndicate monopoly." 


A LOST OPPORTUNITY. 


Deputy Sheriff J. W. Dutton, formerly 


recording secretary of the Committee 
o£ One Hundred of thle city, and prom- 
inent In the Council of Nationalists, 
expressed himself emphatically In fav- 
or of municipal ownership of a water 
supply for Oakland and announced his 
advocacy of tho purchase of the plant 
of the Oakland Water Company. 
"This is a question that should have 
been settled years ago. 
Thousands of 
dollars would have been saved to the 
citizens of Oakland If the city had pro- 
vided Itself with a water supply whon 
the proposition was first broached, it 
Is not too late to save hundreds of 
thousands of dollars If the authorities 
will only give the people an opportun- 
ity to vote on the purchase ot the Oak- 
land Water Company's plant—ascer- 
taining first, of course, the amount of 
bonds necosasry to acquire the prop- 
erty. 
"It has been demonstrated by other 
cities that the municipal ownership of 
a water supply not only reduces the 
water rate but redeems tho bonds, pays 
Interest and eventually lessens the gen- 
eral taxation. 
The. dividend that, is 
derived by the private corporation be- 
comes, the surplus revenue oC the mu- 
nicipality. 
"I am able to speak on this subject 


froim 
peirsonal 
knowledge, derived 
from 
personal 
correspondence 
with 
the authorities of cities operating un- 
der municipal ownership of water sup- 
plies. 


EXORBITANT CHARGES. 


"During my Incumbency as secretary 


ot the committee I,sent out a circular 
letter to all these cities asking for 
data concerning the water supply of 
each. In response to this circular let- 
tor answers were received from 172 clt- 
iles containing a mass of information 
pertaining to the subject in the form of 
letters and reports. 
"The number of cities owning water 
works was 120; of these 105 reported 
satisfactory results and eight com- 
plained of the quality of the water. 
"The reports from 162 cities in the 
East where water meters ace used 
showed an average minimum price per 
1,000- gallons of 9*4 cents, and an aver- 
age maximum price per 1,000 gallons of 
28 cents. 
At that time the Contra 
Costa Company was charging the peo- 
ple of Oakland an average minimum 
price per 1,000 gallons of 30 cents and 
an average maximum price for the 
same .quantity of 55 cents. 
"In these Eastern cities the "average 
annual rates were $6.35 for dwellings 
occupied by one family; $3.44 for one 
bath tub; $2.04 for one-horse; J3.70 for 
one water closet;.$1:36. for a lawn 50x120 
feet. At the same time In Oakland the 
Contra Costa Company was charging 
an average rate of $27.BO for, dwellings 
occupied by one family; $6-for one bath 
tub; $6 for one horse; $4.20 for one water 
closet, and $39.96 for a lawn 60x150 feet. 
I have never been able to understand 
why the monopoly did not average 
that charge for lawns up to $40. Why 
they stuck at 4 cents always puzzled

"?.Tr. President and Gentlemen of the 


Convention: The coined money of'the 


did at the first dawn of cominerce, as 
it did in the (lays of the- bid patriarch, 
whose "silver was current money with 
the merchant." 


"There has always been a difference 


between the commercial or bullion value 
of the two metals and the legal coin- 
age value. 
This characteristic of dif- 


ference attaches to both. 


"No denomination of the gold coin- 


age o£ the United States has a bullion 


government In full 
meaning- stands I va'uc equal to tho legal tender value 


four square to all commercial transac- 
tlons of the people. 
It has four func- 


tions or uses. 
It is a medium of ox- 


change, it Is a measure of values, it is 
a meant of reduction of its paper prox- 
ies, it Is a legal tender for the payment 
of all debts. 


"There are many things besides coin- 


ed money that have some of these pow- 
ers and uses—it has all. 
Of 
thpne 


functions two are created by 
law— 


those of legal tender and redemption: 
those are artificial. 
The other-, two ot 


exchange and value measurement are 
natural. 
There is no doubt that coin- 


ed money existed and was used to effect 
exchange of commodities and to denoto 
the values long before legislation con- 
cerning redemption or debt. 


"But, although the natural functions 


of coined money are older—much older,

In the Board of Regents yesterday. It 
was estimated that there would be a 
deficit at the end of the next financial 
year of $17,000. 
To prevent this the 


poroposition was to charge a fee ot 
$23. Regent Martin, who is well up in 
financial matters, opposed this plan. 
Ho would not disturb the present sys- 
tem of free tuition. This deficit has 
not yot occurred. 
Something may In- 


tervene to prevent its occurrence. Even 
If it should happen it would not be a 
very serious matter. It would be con- 
sequent upon the growth of the insti- 
iittion. A deficit for such a cause would 
not be subject to unfavorable criti- 
cism. It has been the boast and the 
pride of citizen- that the doors of yie 
University were always open without 
charge to all who were qualified to 
enter. Such a settled xisage ought not 
to be reversed In view of the possible 
contingency that there may be a small 
deficit at the close of the next llnanclal 
year.

THE VIEWS OF EX-MAYOR DAVIS. 


City Attorney Piersol Thinks 


the 
Proposition 10 


a Good One. 


The question of municipal ownership 


of a -water supply for the city of Oak- 
land is beginning to excite general in- 
terest In ftie community. 


The belief that the plant of the Oak- 


land "Water Company Is an available 
basis of such ownership Is widely prev- 
alent and already there is a serious 
movement afoot that may result In 
such action by the City Council as may 
effect the duelled purpose. 


It Is conceded that the only feasible 


method of securing municipal owner- 
ship of a water supply lies In the pur- 
chase of that of the Oakland Company. 
This water IK pure and clean; the sys- 
tem 1.3 constructed on modern princi- 
ples; the equipment Is new and the op- 
eration of the plant economical and 
thorough. These are advantages pos- 
sessed by no other property of this 
character wlthing reach of Oakland. 


It has beer, ascertained, moreover, 
that under existing conditions the pur- 
chase- of this plant and Its conveislon 
to public use will cost lens than the 
construction of an Independent system. 


FEASIBLE AND ADVISABLE. 


Ex-Mayor C. D. Pierce is an earnest 


and conslstant advocate of municipal 
ownership of those necessities which 
are of most importance to the well be- 
ing of the community and most gen- 
eral use among the people,' 
"I have always' favored the owner- 
ship of a wkler supply by the city," ho 
said, "and I am as thoroughly con- 
vinced at the present time as I have 
ever been that such policy is iir direct 
line with the best interests of the peo- 
ple, not only as individuals, but as an 
aggregate. 


"Municipal ownership of water works 
is no longer an experiment," Mr Pierce 
continued. "It has been dem'.rstrated 
beyond all doubt that there i.s -.10 more 
profitable investment on behalf of the 
people than municipal ownership mil 
control of the water supply. Oakland, 
has known the dcpiesslng effect of mo- 
nopoly in this necessity of the people 
and the citizens have frequently made 
efforts to relieve themselves of the 
burden, but without success, owlni? 
probably in a great measure to Irfck o£ 
proper energy at the proper time. We 
have not fostered public enterprise as 
we should have done, and we have not 
encouraged the enterprise of private 
capital as progressive public spirit 
•would dictate. 
Thus we have been 
handicapped and in no direction more 
palpably than in this matter of a water 
supply for Oakland. 


"The result Is a competition between 
the owners of private capital, which 
may profit a few Individuals temporar- 
i'y In reduced rates, but cannot, in my 
opinion, long continue. A cut throat 


•* competition in a business involving 
such heavy expenditures as are neces- 
sary I'or the operation of a water sup- 
ply for a city like Oakland cannot be 
. maintained and in the end the people 
must pay the cost. 


DANGER OF MONOPOLY. 


"What I fear in the present instance 


Is consolidation of the two companies 
and the erection of a monopoly that can 
never be overcome or displaced and 
•which would forever sit upon the neck 
of the people like an old man of the 
eea."As far as I can SOP the only remedy 
Is municipal owm-rnhip. By this means 
the people not only rcliove themselves 
of a danger always imminent under ex- 
isting conditions, but they enrich them- 
selves as a community and reduce the 
burden of individual taxation. If we 
are wise in our generation we will seize 
this opportunity and place oui selves 
in line with the spirit of progress and 
improvement throughout the country. 
There will come a time when, under 
more prosperous and enterprising con- 
ditions, we will regret that we did not 
take advantage of our present oppor- 
tunities. 
"Aa to the methods, I think there Is 
no question. The Oakland Water Com- 
pany has a modern plant which can bo 
operated more economically than any 
other. It<j Dvstem is the best equipped 
In California. Its supply is the purest 
and best that can be produced. As 
evidence of the faith that is in me con- 
cerning this water I can only iay that 
I am usiilg It and that I am thoroughly 
•atlsfied with the results. The pur- 
chase of thin- plant by the city would 
•olve the problem and in my opinion 
Confer a lasting benefit on the commun- 
ity and the people Individually. I know 
of r.o Improvement more necesary at 
the present time nor'ono of more im- 
portance in the economy of the munic- 
ipality." . 


THE PEOPLE MUST VOTE. 


City Attorney Piersol, who has been 


for years identilled with a proposition 
to procure a municipal water supply 
for Oakland, was asked concerning the 
legal aspect o" the question: 
"Section 18 of Article XI of the Con- 
stitution permits the bonding of cities 
on a two-thirds vote of the electors," 
J»e said. "On this section Is based sec- 
tion U9 of the City Charter providing 
for the incurring- of Indebtedness by 
the municipality for improvements of 
this character. The statutes of 18SO 
page 399 fix the limitation of such at 
five per cent oC the assessed valuation 
df real property. This statute has been 
amended, allowing an indebtedness for 
these purposes of 15 per cent of the 
property valuation. 
"At, far as the methods are concern- 
ed municipal ownership of a wa't'er 
plant are simple-and if the people de- 
sire to own a property of this charac- 
ter they can do so by signifying their 
Intention at the ballot box. 
"As a general principle municipal 
ownership of the water supply is an 
excellent proposition. 
It has proved 
highly profitable to every community 
that has adopted it and Oakland would 
undoubtedly be greatly benefited if it 
could own and control such a supply. 


A DEFINITE PLAN. 


"But we must proceed on some defi- 


nite proposition. This can be ascer- 
tained by the City Council. When we 
have learned what the system will cost 
•he question can be submited in proper 
form to the people and they will judge 
whether they can afford to Incur the 
necessary indebtedness. 
"At this moment we do not know 
what the Oakland Company would sell 
their plant ior, or if they will sell at 
any price. These are matters . that 
. should be first determined, after that 
the procedure is plain and direct. 
"Several .years ago when this ques- 
tion was prominent in the community 
I advocated the purchase of the water 
rights now owned and operated by W. 
J. Dlngee. I knaw that the .artesian 
water -wikjh he :ia-,,now. supplying to 
Oakland was. the best that could be 


SUM .TtM-pw*»bly;-tl» teat

opportunity Oakland had of securing 
an independent water supply. Now it 
will be necessary to purchase the plant 
but this may be an advantage, owing 
to the fact that the water Is distributed 
by an efficient and modern system con- 
structed by private capital. It might 
have "cost the city more to build this 
system than it will cost to" purchase 
it In'Its present condition, but until 
we are informed definitely regarding 
that case we cannot proceed in the mat- 
ter of municipal ownership of a water 
supply." 


INIMICAL TO MONOPOLY. 


No citizen of Oakland •is better in- 


formed concerning the benefits that 
would naturally accrue from munici- 
pal ownership of a water supply than 
W. R. Davis, the attorney, who, during 
his term as mayor, accomplished much 
for the community in the way of pub- 
lic improvements and the stimulation of 
civic enterprise. 
"Municipal ownership of such necessi- 
ties as water,'.' said he, "is a benefit to I 
the community because it lifts large ' 
enterprises out of the province of mo- 
nopoly and places them in the hands of 
the people who arc to be directly pro- 
fited. 
"It has proved eminently successful 
In many cities, notably in Philadelphia 
and Baltimore. In the latter city the 
idea of municipal ownership, encour- 
aged by the profit that It has conferred 
on tho community by reason of the re- 
duction of rates, has enlarged to in- 
clude propositions Involving intramur- 
al transportation, street car lines and 
enterprises of that character now man- 
aged and controlled by private capital. 
"The success of the latter proposi- 
tion is problematic, however, as it does i 
not operate on the same basic princi- 
ples as that of municipal ownership of 
a water supply. 
"The opponents of 'municipal owner- 
ship argue that if water and other ne- 
cessities may be controlled and operat- 
ed by the municipality the manufact- 
. ure of soap and the sale of gtoceries 
I may be handled In thp same manner. 
But this is absurd for there is a healthy 
competition in the manufacture of 
soap and the sale of groceries or the 
business of keeping a livery stable. 
Comparatively small capital is requir- 
ed in these business^s and many people 
engage in them. There is no necessity 
that the municipality should engago 
In any business that is beyond the risk 
of becoming a monopoly. It is monopoly 
and the impositions natural to monop- 
oly that municipal ownership provides 
against. And a monopoly controlled by 
vast capital must, In the very nature of 
th-; Investment, oppiess to secure the 
largest return possible on the invest- 
ment. 


THE POLITICAL ASPECT. 


"Then there Is what may be called 


the moral phase of the question. Mu- 
nicipal ownership of water supplies and 
similar necessities controlled by mo- 
nopolies removes those elements from 
the field of politics and lessens to that 
extent the Incentives to corruption and 
political chicanery. This is as impor- 
tant from a broad view of the ques- 
tion as the financial aspect of the prop- 


I osition. 
I "These are some of the general prin- 
Iciples of municipal ownership—not all 
I of them by any nic-any, bxit sulllcient, 
il think, to establish the fact that in 
certan directions public control of ne- 
cessitie" 12 logical, profitable, econom- 
ical ana politic. Specifically, municipal 
ownership of a water supply, for in- 
stance, would be directly and immedi- 
ately beneficial to the individual citi- 
zenfc of Oakland. 


i 
"I do not go so far as to pay that such 
ownership would result In a perceptible 
diminution of genei.il taxation, al- 
though even that effect Is claimed for 


I some of the communities where this 
| policy has been established, but I do 
say that if Oakland owned its water 
supply the Individual tax aside from 
the civic assessment would be matorV- 
ally lessened, relieving the people, as it 
would, from tho dangers of compulsory 
tribute to a monopoly and reducing 
evon the charges of business competi- 
tion that may at any moment become 
a consolidated or syndicate monopoly," 


A LOST OPPORTUNITY. 


Deputy Sheriff J. W. Dutton, formerly 


recording secretary of the Committee 
of One Hundred of thle city, and prom- 
inent in the Council of Nationalists, 
expressed himself emphatically In fav- 
or of municipal ownership of a water 
supply for Oakland and announced his 
advocacy of the purchase of the plant 
of the Oakland Water Company. 
"This is a question that should have 
been settled years ago. Thousands of | 
dollars would have been saved to the I 
citizens of Oakland If the city had pro-1 
vided itself with a water supply whr i j 
tho proposition was first broached, it j 
is not too late to save hundreds of 
thousands of dollars if tho authorities 
will only give the people an opportun- 
ity to vote on the purchase of the Oak- 
land Water Company's plant—nseer- 
talnlng first, of course, the amount of 
bonds nccesasry to acquire the prop- 
erty. 
"It has been demonstrated by other 
cities that the municipal ownership of 
a water supply not only reduces the 
water rate but redeems the bonds, pays 
Interest and eventually lessens the gen- 
eral taxation. 
The dividend that Is 
derived by the private corporation be- 
comes the surplus revenue of the mu- 
nicipality. 
' I am able to speak on this subject 
from 
personal 
knowledge derived 
from 
personal 
correspondence with 
the authorities of cities operating un- 
der municipal ownership of water sup- 
plies. 


EXORBITANT CHARGES. 


"During my Incumbency as secretary 


of the committee I.sent out a circular 
letter to all tJie.se cities asking for 
data concerning tho water supply of 
each. In response to this circular let- 
ter answers were received from 172 clt- 
,ies 
containing a mass of information 
pertaining to the subject in the form of 
letters and reports. 
"The number of cities owning water 
works was 120: of these 105 reported 
satisfactory results and cifht com- 
plained of tho quality of the water. 
"The reports from 162 cities in the 
East where water meters are used 
showed an average minimum price per 
1,000' gallons of 9'4 cents, and an aver- 
age maximum price per 1,000 gallons of 
28 cents. 
At that time the Contra 
Costa Company was charging the peo- 
ple of Oakland an average minimum 
price per 1,000 gallons of 30 cents and 
an average maximum price for the 
same quantity of 55 cents. 
"In these Eastern cities tho average 
annual rates were $6.35 for dwellings 
occupied by one family: $3.44 for one 
bath tub; $2.04 for one horse; J3.70 for 
one water closet; $1.35 for a lawn 50x120 
feet. At the same time in Oakland the 
Contra Costa Company was charging 
an average rate of $27.60 for, dwellings 
occupied by one family; $6 for one bath 
tub; $6 for one horse; $4.20 for one water 
closet, and $39.96 for a lawn 50x160 feet. 
I have never been able to understand 
why the monopoly did not average 
that charge for lawns up to $40. Why 
they stuck at 4 cents always puzzled 
me."Except in replies from private water 
companies the opinion was unanimous 
that the city should own the water 
works and control of tho service be 
vested in a board of water commis- 
sioners. 
"Oakland should own its water sup- 
ply and service and the question should 
be at once formulated and submitted 
to the people as soon as possible."
